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THE WEEK’S RACING 


The Old Boy's Widener 


Miami. The week of the Widener 
Handicap. won this year for the second 
time by Bardstown, was one of anxiety. 
As the week wore on. the drama was not 
so much in which horses would race as 
which would not. 

Last year’s winner. Brookmeade Stable’s 
Oligarchy. suffered a slight cut during a 
workout, and while it was not a serious 
injury. it was enough to delay his training 
and keep him out of the race. Trainer 
Elliott Burch said he would point for the 
Gulfstream Park Handicap March 21. 

Vertex. early favorite for the Widener, 
was declared after trainer Joe Piarulli 
decided his horse was going “a_ little 
choppy” the morning of February 17. 

The Sharpsburg incident had the ele- 
ments of a suspenseful soap opera. The 
horse appeared to be in the best form of 
his life when he closed from far back to 
be second in the Royal Palm Handicap, 
then came back with another powerful 
late rush to score a decisive 4-length tri- 
umph in the McLennan Handicap. The 
mile-and-a-quarter Widener figured to hit 
him just right. 

The dilemma’ began, appropriately 
enough, on the morning of Friday the 
13th, when Sharpsburg worked _five- 
eighths in 1:0015 and pulled up with a 
severe bruise on the outside of his left 
hind foot. 

Dr. Robert Coplan, Chicago veterinar-

ian, X-rayed the injury and recommended 
that Sharpsburg be taken out of training 
for a week or 10 days. Owner Roy Fair- 
cloth and trainer Tony Puglisi had no 
choice but to declare their horse from the 
Widener. 

Puglisi, Sharpsburg’s exercise boy until 
lest December, when he was named trainer 
for Faircloth, still works the horse. 

“He went a lot faster than I wanted.” 
Puglisi said after the fateful work. “I 
held him hard as I could, but he still 
went in 1:0015. He walked off all right. 
but when we got back to the barn he 
couldn’t put any weight on his left rear 
feot.” 


That seemed to be the end of the story, 
but Puglisi and Faircloth refused to give 
up on the Widener. 

The following Monday they obtained 
permission to work Sharpsburg at 11:30 
am., and Puglisi cantered him once 
around the track. Again he walked off 
the track perfectly, then refused to put 
the injured heel squarely on the ground. 

He was out once again Tuesday. going 
7 furlongs in 1:26, a mile in 1:39%5, 
pulling up. The odds, still against run- 
ning in the Widener, were not quite so 
long. 

On Wednesday Puglisi walked Sharps- 
burg and found no soreness in the hoof. 


“We'll gallop him Thursday and breeze 
him Friday.” the trainer said. “That'll 
tell the story.” 

The “story” ended Thursday. Sharps- 
burg galloped in the morning, and at 
noon Faircloth and Puglisi announced the 
horse was out of the race. This time 
there weren't any reservations. 

The various contretemps left Calumet 
Farm’s Bardstown, a failure in the Me- 
Lennan, the favorite at 1.40-1. This time 
Bardstown drew a more advantageous 
pest, number 5. In the McLennan he 
had broken from the outside of the 8- 
horse field and never had gained good 
position. Nadir, a disappointment in his 
3 winter starts, was second choice at 5-2, 
and he had an inside post. 


Triumph of Fortitude 


Bardstown was off alertly, got the lead 
momentarily but was passed by Hoop 
Band and Admiral Vee as the field went 
under the finish line for the first time. 

Hoop Band, 27-1, moved to a 114-length 
lead heading into the club house turn, 
with Admiral Vee second, Bardstown 
third, and Nadir fourth. Entering the 
backstretch, Hoop Band retained his 11- 
length advantage over Admiral Vee, with 
Bardstown 4 lengths farther back and 
A Dragon Killer and Nadir right with him. 

At the far turn it still was Hoop Band 
by a length and a half, but Admiral Vee 
had had enough. Nadir, on the rail, and 
Bardstown, alongside, both were sent 
through on the inside of Admiral Vee. 
The pair was in tight for several strides, 
and Bill Hartack steadied Nadir momen- 
tarily. It was this maneuvering that led 
to a claim of foul by Hartack against 
Steve Brooks on Bardstown —a_ claim 
that had virtually no chance of succeed- 
ing. 

At the five-sixteenths-pole Bardstown 
went past Hoop Band on the outside, and 


Calumet Farm’s Bardstown won the Widener Handicap for the second time in 3 years, outfinishing Nadir by slightly 
more than a length.

Nadir moved through on the rail. At the 
quarter-pole it was between Bardstown 
and Nadir, with Bardstown on the outside, 
a half-length in front. 

Bardstown still had a narrow edge at 
the eighth-pole, but from that point he 
put Nadir away and drew out to a 114- 
length triumph. Nadir, for the fourth 
consecutive time this winter, had been 
in perfect position at the head of the 
stretch only to hang in the drive. 

It was 7 lengths back to a tired Hoop 
Band. with Bill’s Sky Boy fourth and Air 
Pilot fifth. Jack Leonard on Air Pilot 
claimed foul against Hoop Band for in- 
terference in the final eighth, and the 
claim was upheld. Hartack’s was rejected. 
Bill's Sky Boy thus moved into’ third 
place and Air Pilot to fourth. 

It was a remarkable triumph for Bards- 
town, a 7-year-old. Many had felt that the 
old fellow was on the way out when he 
ran next-to-last in the McLennan, but the 
style of his performance and his time 
put the lie to that stuff. He ran the 1144 
miles in 2:0115. a fifth of a second slower 
than El Mono’s 11-year-old track record. 

Bardstown paid $4.80 and earned $87,- 
240 in winning his 18th race in 30 starts 
(13 of them stakes victories). It was his 
second Widener triumph, after a one-year 
lapse. He now has won $646.402. 

The victory was a tribute to trainer 
Jimmy Jones and jockey Steve Brooks. 

Brooks still insisted Bardstown did not 
like the Hialeah racing strip, saying his 
mount “labored most of the way around. 
li didn’t look too good at the five-eighths- 
pole, but I shook him up a little and he 
started to move.” 
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Jones, a graceful winner — or loser — 
commented that Brooks had given Hartack 
something of a riding lesson and reiterated 
that Bardstown had not liked the off going 
in the McLennan. 

“After the McLennan a lot of people 
thought Bardstown couldn’t run any way 
‘cept on the lead.” Jones said. “I guess 
he showed them today that it isn’t true. 
He doesn’t have to take the lead out of 
the gate — just so long as you let him 
run free he’s all right. 

“What next? With this old boy you 
just plan from day to day.” 
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The Gulfstream Handicap — another 
$100,000 number — is next on Bardstown’s 
agenda. 

To make the day a complete success 
for Jimmy, Calumet’s On-And-On, regard- 
ed as the stable’s best 3-year-old, but 
hampered by injuries, won the second race 
on the card in a gallop, by 414 lengths. 

On-And-On, a bay colt by *Nasrullah— 
Two Lea, broke alertly in the 7-furlong 
maiden race went to the front at the 
quarter-pole and was the easiest kind of 
winner. 


Conversation Piece 


The 114-mile Everglades Stakes, Feb- 
ruary 17. won by First Landing. gave the 
boys something to talk about around the 
hot stove. 

The Meadow Stable colt. in his winter 
debut February 11, was beaten by Octopus 
at 7 furlongs. Second, within 3 lengths 
of Octopus, turning for home, he had 
failed to make up any ground, but ob- 
viously was not abused by jockey Eddie 
Arcaro. 

In the Everglades First Landing went 
easily, between Rare Rice and Open 
View, to the half-mile-pole. At that point 
Open View dropped back, and First Land- 
ing got his head in front of Rare Rice. 

Turning for home, Open View came 
on again and, as is his habit, lugged in. 
First Landing went out slightly, and Open 
View hit his rump. 

At the three-sixteenths-pole Arcaro 
rapped First Landing 3 times with some 
unexpected results. The big colt moved. 
all right. opening three-fourths of a 
length. but he also ducked in sharply. He 
did not interfere with anyone, being clear 
at the time. Open View, still lugging in. 
again contacted First Landing, this time 
only slightly. 

In the last jump Arcaro took hold of 
First Landing. and Moony, closing with 
a rush along the inside, got to within a 
neck of the winner at the wire. Rare Rice. 
hanging on gamely, was a nose farther 
back and Open View was only another 
neck back in fourth place. The winner's 
time: 1:4945. 

Arcaro and trainer Casey Hayes were 
satisfied with First Landing’s race. Both 
agreed the colt had loafed, might have 
tired slightly, but was in no danger of 
being run down by Moony. 

Many thought First Landing was an 
easy winner, but chart caller Palmer 
Heagerty of the Daily Racing Form did 
not agree. 

“He was driving right up to the last 
jump, as far as I’m concerned,” Heagerty 
said. “I agree he might have loafed some, 
and he’s certainly eligible to improve off 
the race.” 

Everyone seemed to agree First Landing 
would run a better race in the Flamingo 
February 28. He will have to.

Round Table. ailing in both fore feet. 
probably will be out of action until the 
spring-summer meeting at Hollywood 
Park. 

On the morning of February 15 a half- 
inch quarter crack was discovered high 
on the back of the right hoof, and, al- 
though it first was feared this might take 
him out of training. he was fitted with a 
steel bar shoe and prepared for the 114- 
mile Washington’s Birthday Handicap, a 
grass race on February 23. 

The horse ran with the pace for the 
first mile of the handicap, then dropped 
far out of contention, and when he re- 
turned to the barn it was discovered that 
he had suffered a deep cut on the heel 
of the left fore foot. 

It was felt that Round Table had 
grabbed himself when he stumbled leaving 
the gate. 

Trainer Bill Molter said the wound, 
about the size of a silver dollar, bled 
for 30 minutes after the horse left the 
track. Dr. John Peters cut away the 
tern flesh, packed the area with medica- 
tien and advised a long rest. 

Owner Travis M. Kerr, although disap- 
pointed that the horse would not be able 
to compete in the Santa Anita Handicap, 
felt that Round Table’s “great courage 
and recuperative powers” would allow 
him to return to competition “in the not 
too distant future.” 


Finnegan's Rainbow 


Los ANGELES. There was snow on the 
San Gabriel foothills in the background 
and a light rain was falling as 8 3-year- 
olds paraded to the post for the 1;\;-mile 
San Felipe Handicap at Santa Anita 
Park. The race had been heralded as 
the meeting’s major preparation for 
Derby hopefuls. As the starters reached 
the gate, brilliant rainbow arched 
across the skies, from the hills to a point 
somewhere beyond the stands. 

That should have been enough for 
hunch players. “Remember Finian’s Rain- 
bow?” someone asked. “Sure,” answered 
another horse player, “and look who’s in 
here—Finnegan. That should be close 
enough.” 

A few minutes later, Finnegan, owned 
by Neil McCarthy, 6f Los Angeles, and 
named in honor of 68-year-old trainer Bill 
Finnegan, won by a neck over *Tomy Lee 
after a stubborn stretch duel. Those who 
had followed the rainbow collected $26.10 
on Finnegan. 

Five lengths back of *Tomy Lee was 
the highly regarded Royal Orbit, with 
Friar Roach another three-quarters of a 
length away in fourth place. 

The San Felipe, as you may imagine,

boosted Finnegan’s stock rainbow-high for 
the coming Santa Anita Derby. As_ for 
the Kentucky Derby and other 3-year-old 
classics in the East, McCarthy said. “We'll 
let Finnegan answer that himself in the 
Santa Anita Derby.” 

McCarthy and Finnegan (the trainer) 
figured that they had the tools to make 
any horse miserable in the coming Santa 
Anita Derby. They had the speedy *Ole 
Fols with which to force a pace. and they 
had the stretch-running Finnegan. This 
combination gave McCarthy and Bill Fin- 
negan a powerful hand for any 3-year- 
old stakes in the country. 

If Finnegan uses this 1-2 punch in the 
Derby. it won’t be at the expense of 
*Tomy Lee. The colt suffered a bad cut 
on the frog of his right fore foot in the 
San Felipe, and trainer Frank Childs 
said he could not run in the Santa Anita 
Derby and probably not in the Kentucky 
Derby. Childs thought that *Tomy Lee 
stepped en a sharp stone in the San 
Felipe. 

A veterinarian cut away a_ portion of 
the frog. treated the foot with medicine 
packs. and on Monday after the race the 
colt was standing on 3 legs. The injured 
foot was in heavy bandages.

W. G. Gilmore’s Fightin Indian. a fast 
colt from the first crop by *Indian Hemp, 
charged out of the gate from his outside 
post position, then cut sharply toward the 
rail to take the lead going into the first 


turn. He was followed closely by *Tomy 
Lee. 

As Prince LewKer went into the club 
house turn, he bore out badly, carrying 
Monk’s Hood, Friar Roach, and *Die 
Hard far beyond the middle of the track. 
Only Friar Roach recovered, and he came 
on to earn fourth money in the gamest 
kind of a performance, beaten 6 lengths 
by Finnegan. 

On the backstretch *Tomy Lee took 
an edge over Fightin Indian, but going 
into the far turn, Fightin Indian put his 
head in front again. At the quarter-pole 
it was *Tomy Lee. 

Finnegan, a big chestnut, was running 
strongly by this time. At the far turn he 
was in fifth place, with Royal Orbit at 
his heels. Mid-way around the turn Fin- 
negan was third on the outside and still 
charging. At the quarter-pole he was 
a length away, and at the eighth-pole it 
was all even between him and *Tomy 
Lee. 

Finnegan shoved his head to the front. 
but *Tomy Lee wouldn't give up. The 
one was unable to pull away, the other 
was unable to close the narrow gap. 

Royal Orbit. after making a menacing 
move on the turn, failed to sustain his 
drive. and dropped back in the last fur- 
long. He looked like a short horse. and 
he was lucky to save third place. 

“Tomy Lee, running on the injured 
foot, had seemed to loaf in the stretch. 
The fourth quarter was run in :2644,

Handicap, scoring an easy 4-length victory over Tenacious and Pete’s Folly. The 
winner is owned by W. H. Bishop, who claimed him in December for $7,000. 


Tenacious, a handy winner of the Le Comte 
Handicap under 119) pounds, was raised to 122 
pounds for the A. B. Letellier Memorial Handi- 
cap, and the bettors made him a 7-10 favorite. T. 
A. Grissom’s entry of *Shoerullah and Shan Pac 
was second choice at 39-10, followed by W. H. 
Bishop’s entry of Hare Raising and Pete’s Folly 
at 57-10. 


Hare Raising, which had set most of the pace 
in the Le Comte under 114 pounds and tired in 
the last furl ng. carried 3 less in the Letellier. 
Again he went to the front at the start, and this 
time he had his way. Two lengths ahead at the 
top of the stretch, he drew out steadily, beating 
Tenacious and Pete’s Folly, both of which came 
from far back, by 4% lengths. 

Foaled April 5, 1953, at Ned W. Brent’s Mon- 
terey Farm, Paris, Ky., Hare Raising was sold at 
the 1954 Keeneland fall sales to Jay Cee Farm 
for $2.900. He raced for Jay Cee at 2, going un- 
placed in 3 starts, and the next year he was drop- 
ped into claiming races. As a 4-year-old he was 
claimed by James and Pat Venuti, and in’ their 
stable he became a good winner. Late last year, 
when he began to go off his form, the Venutis 
dropped him down to $7,000 and at the Fair 
Grounds on December 13 he was taken by William 
Hal Bishop, who has acquired many of his better 
horses in claiming events. 

This year Hare Raising had won a _ $10,000 
claiming race and 2 allowance races. He was ex- 
pected to try for the $50,000-added New Orleans 
Handicap on February 28. 

Hare Raising is the first stakes winner this year 
for Apache, which died in the spring of 1956. At 
the 1958 Keeneland fall sales Brent sold a colt by 
Some Chance—Tertoise Shell to G. F. Hall for 
$6,100, second-highest price among the 8 Some 
Chance yearlings sold at auction last year.

Lacking a top-class older horse, C. V. Whitney 
probably will not lead the owners at the current 
Santa Anita meeting, but his stable has domin- 
ated the filly divisions to an unprecedented de- 
gree. The 4-year-old Bug Brush won 3 of the 4 
stakes for older mares and established a new world 
record for 14% miles when she defeated males in 
the San Antonio Handicap. Silver Spoon won all 
of the 3 added-money events for 3-year-old fillies. 

Silver Speon’s third and most impressive stakes 
victory came in the 1,)5-mile Santa Susana, her 
first attempt at more than 6% furlongs. 

Gun Box set the pace for a half-mile in the 
Santa Susana, with Silver Spoon second. Leaving 
the backstretch, the Whitney filly moved to the 
front, and in the last quarter-mile she drew away 
to win by about 10 lengths in 1:4145, a second 
slower than the track record. In the previous race 
older allowance horses required 1:4235 for the 
same distance. 

Whitney was so pleased with Silver Spoon’s 
performance that he planned to run her against 
colts on March 7 in the 1%-mile Santa Anita 
Derby. If she does well in that race, he expects to 
send her to the Kentucky Derby. The unbeaten 
filly had won the La Centinela Stakes on January 
7 and the Santa Ynez Stakes on January 28.

Laurin’s Holly Hill

Hotty Hitt, C. A French-Canadian 
from Montreal and an Irishman from 
Massachusetts think they have found a 
perfect place to break yearlings and 
winter Thoroughbreds near this small 
farming community, about half-way be- 
tween Columbia and Charleston. 

Tucked away on a side road just north 
of here is the Branchdale race track. a 
6-furlong course with a 41%-furlong chute 
and a carefully tended surface. 

It has been owned and run for the past 
3 years by a family corporation headed 
by trainer Lucien Laurin, the Quebec 
native who runs a large public stable. 
Laurin’s Branchdale Jockey Club, Inc.. 
also has 73 acres adjacent to the track. 

Firmly entrenched on a 15-acre_ plot 
just back of the track’s far turn is hand- 
some, likeable Maurice J. (Junie) Bres- 
nahan Jr.. a New Englander by birth but 
a tax-paying South Carolinian by choice.

Bresnahan was one of the earlier ten- 
ants of the original Branchdale Jockey 
Club (a group of Holly Hill farmers) 
which built the track 13 years ago. Touted 
on the place by trainer Thomas J. Barry. 
who spent one winter here, Bresnahan 
came down 11 years ago to share the track 
with trainers Eddie O’Brien and Rube 
Williams. 

Bresnahan later sold Domquil, a horse 
he bred, owned and trained, for enough 
to buy his land here and build a unique 
and attractive combination stable-home of 
his own design. In honor of Domquil’s 
contribution, he named his place Dom- 
quil Farm. 


The Big Year 


The year of 1958 was by far the best 
enjoyed by Laurin and Bresnahan in 
their rather long careers as trainers. Lau- 
rin’s horses won 25 races. including 7 
stakes. Bresnahan, who campaigns mostly 


in New England, didn’t earn as much 
money, but his horses scored 28 victories, 
the most trips the silver-haired Irishman 
ever made to the winner’s circle. 

Laurin came up with 3 of the better 
2-year-olds in America last year, R. N. 
Webster’s Quill and Royal Anthem and 
Charfran Stable’s Crafty Skipper. 

It hardly seems necessary to add that 
Quill, the chestnut daughter of *Prince- 
quillo—Quick Touch, last year was named 
the nation’s top 2-year-old filly in most 
of the major polls and was assigned the 
top weight (117 pounds) among. the 
fillies in the Experimental Free Handi- 
cap. She won 6 of 8 starts, including the 
Gardenia and the Matron Stakes. 

Crafty Skipper. after ailing, was award- 
ed 120 pounds (compared to top-ranked 
First Landing’s 128) in the Experimental, 
while Royal Anthem, the champion New 
Jersey-bred. got 114. 

Of 25 yearlings broken here in the fall 
of 1957 by Andy Gauthier, Laurin’s farm 
manager. 23 were winners in 1958. 

Success in these proportions is a_rel- 
atively new experience for Laurin, who

from 1928 to 1941 was one of the better 
jockeys in Canada. Starting out as a 
trainer in 1941, the naturalized French- 
Canadian toured the half-milers in_ this 
country for a few years, and it was not 
until 1956 that a Laurin-trained horse 
won a major stakes. That was Webster’s 
Capelet in the Frizette. 

In rapid succession, the trainer found 
himself with 2 other stakes-winning fil- 
lies, Sorceress and Prophet’s Bell. When 
these 3 retired last year, Laurin came 
up with Quill, Crafty Skipper, and Royal 
Anthem. 


Sun to Grass to Horse 


Why this recent upturn in fortune? 

“For the past 2 or 3 years I have been 
getting a better class of horse.” explained 
Laurin. “But I attribute a good deal of 
it to Holly Hill—that is, we have done a 
great deal better since we started devel- 
oping our own horses here.” 

Gauthier, who is also a French-Cana- 
dian and Laurin’s brother-in-law, added. 
“This track is amazing. It’s the best place 
I’ve seen in all my years around horses 
to break yearlings or bring back bad- 
legged horses. We've tried various things. 
but the thing that seems to work best 
is to plant soy beans on the track when 
we leave in the spring. Then we disk 
them under. It seems to make for a real 
live surface.” 

Bresnahan, who has no association with 
the Laurin establishment, except as a 
close neighbor who leases track rights. 
has his own theory: “To my way of 
thinking, the most important things in the 
development of young horses are open 
air, sunlight, and green grazing. When I 
turn a horse out in a field here, where 
we have green grazing all year around. 


its better than any other medication. 
After all. what God made is best.” 

It was O’Brien. now situated on_ his 
own place at nearby Eutawville, who first 
told) Laurin about the Branchdale race 
track. The Canadian liked the track and 
saw potential in the layout. But he felt 
the physical facilities were a bit too run 
down. 

With financial help, from several of his 
owners, Laurin set about to acquire the 
place. Negotiating with some 100. share- 
holders small feat, but he got 
what he wanted. 

All of the old barns were replaced. 
and there now are 72 new stalls, A’ start- 
ing gate, a tractor, and a water truck 
were purchased, and a cottage built. New 
paddocks were added in such a manner 
that should a horse throw a boy and 
leave the track he would wind up in an

enclosed area. Laurin spent between 
$30.000 and $40,000 on improvements 
alone. 


“About everything earned in’ the 
past 5 years has gone into this place.” 
Laurin says. 

Bresnahan has kept in step. In addition 
to his stable-home combination. he this 
year built a new 8-stall barn with a high 
shed. He cleared out a wooded area sep- 
arating his place from the highway, thus 
revealing Branchdale. in all of its white- 
picket glory. 

At latest count there were 61 horses in 
Laurin’s barns. and Bresnahan had 25 
more. 

Last fall, 10 yearlings from Louis Wolf- 
son’s Harbor View Farm. including a 
$60.000 yearling colt by *Princequillo— 
*Dodoma II. bought from the Keeneland 
summer sales. were broken here. They 
were shipped to trainer Bob Robertson 
at Hialeah on December 1. and were re- 


placed on January 9 by 18 horses from 
James Edwards’ Audley Farm, of Berry- 
ville, Va. 

Up to now, Laurin has had little space 
to rent. but he plans to expand his fa- 
cilities. He will continue to keep 12 stalls 
open for a kind of horse hotel for Jack 


O’Dare’s transportation — outfit. which 
stops overnight on north-south trips. 


Nashua has slept here. 

Under his direct charge. Laurin now 
has 13 horses for Webster, 11 for Mr. 
and Mrs. Charles Cohen’s  Charfran 
Stable. 5 for W. T. Markey, 2 for Carlton 
H. Palmer. 2 for Ira Drymon, 3 for San 
Jo Farm. and 11 for himself. members of 
his family, and others. Pin Oak Farm is 
wintering 3 horses here. 


Quill and the Skipper 


Quill and Crafty Skipper did not go 
into training until February 1. Laurin ex- 
pects to give them a long conditioning, 
and they probably won't be under colors 
until late May. 

Quill was sore after the Gardenia. She 
had popped an osselet, and not wanting 
to risk further injury, her trainer and 
owner decided to abandon their plans to 
run her in the Frizette and the Selima. 
But she already had earned $144,692, 

If present plans are followed, Quill’s 
first race will be a preparation for the 
Acorn Stakes. She will go in the Coaching 
Club Oaks, then in 2 of Delaware Park’s 
“Distaff Big Three” races. 

It will be remembered that Crafty Skip- 
per was near death after winning at first 
out last spring. A leg injury was fired, 
an infection set in, and the colt lost 200 
pounds before he shook the ailment. The 
chestnut son of Crafty Admiral made a 
fine comeback. On September 15 at Bel- 
mont, he just missed nipping Atoll at 
the wire in a 6-furlong test, and he won 
the 7-furlong Cowdin Stakes in 1:23. 

Crafty Skipper was injured. slightly 
when he stumbled at the sixteenth-pole 
in his last race before the Garden State. 
Despite the injury, he went after the big 
money but was not a factor. On his return 
to Holly Hill, he was fired for osselets. 
Since he didn’t get back to work until 
February 1, he probably won’t be ready 
until June. 

With these 2 counted out of the spring 
classics, Laurin is resting his hopes on 
Royal Anthem. The son of Spy Song— 
Mad Bunny swept the 3 top stakes for 
New Jersey-breds, and won one stakes in 
open competition. He wintered nicely and 
was in training by early January. Laurin 
may test him in the Gotham Stakes in 


New York.

won 4 of 5 races in Ireland and England 
last year before coming to Laurin for 
the International. After that event, he 
was allowed to unwind here for nearly 2 
months. 

Laurin has high regard for *Tharp, 
pronounces him “absolutely sound.” It 
still is questionable whether he will like 
dirt tracks, but he is certain to run in 
some turf races this summer. 

Two stakes winners are among. the 
group of home-breds that Bresnahan, a 
former steepechase rider, has under his 
care. They are K. D. Smith’s Coloneast 
and Bayard Tuckerman Jr.’s The Crack. 
No 2 stablemates ever had more different 
personalities. 

The 5-year-old Coloneast. by Colony 
Boy, is the reigning king of the stable 
in view of his victory in the King Philip 
Handicap at Narragansett last season. 
Said Bresnahan: “He has never done an 
unkind thing in his life. He always gives 
his best on any kind of track.” 

The Crack, on the other hand, is an 
exasperating kind of horse. With con- 
siderable regret, Bresnahan gelded him 
this winter in an effort to help him reach 
his potential. 

Last year at this time, Bresnahan con- 
sidered The Crack the best horse he ever 
had handled. As a 3-year-old in 1957, 
The Crack, by Pavot. won 4 of 5 starts. 
including the Select Handicap. It was 
his best year. 

“This horse never fully extends him- 
self.” his trainer said. “He’s tough to 
handle in the paddock. You can never 
tell what he’s going to do when you put 
a saddle on him. He’s a problem horse 
all right. The aggravating thing is that he 
is as sound as the day he was foaled. His 
temperament seems to be a little better 
since he was cut. but I really can’t tell 
yet.” 


The Most Promising 


Among the more promising 2-year-olds 
in training this year at Holly Hill is 
Count Amber, a colt by *Ambiorix out 
of Quick Touch, which already has given 
Webster Quill, Sorceress, Capelet. and 
Viscount. Laurin is high on this one and 
expects him to be an early starter. 

Of Webster's 8 other youngsters, Island 
King (colt by Polynesian—Rhodian). 
Miss Velocity (a bay filly by Spy Song— 
Fairy Dancer), and Dark Velvet (a bay 
filly by Count Fleet—Dogged). The last 
2 are large, well made horses which prob- 
ably will be late starters. 

Among the 8 2-year-olds which will 
wear the colors of Charfran Stabe: Jerry 
Brady. a brother to Crafty Skipper; Mad 
Count, a half-brother to Royal Anthem; 
and Frimanaha, a half-sister to Master 
Palynch. 
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Bresnahan has a half-brother to The 
Crack named Parson Smith, but in the 
trainer’s estimation the best of his 2-year- 
olds will be George Barton (by *Peter 
Flower). a bay colt which belongs to W. 
P. Stone. 

In addition to Tuckerman, Smith. and 
Stone. Bresnahan has horses for Ward 
Acres Farm. Kenmore Stable, H. S. Mid- 
dendorf. W. H. Grinold. F. L. and T. W. 
rick. David E. Fitzgerald Jr. R. 
Felder. and Mrs. Bresnahan. 

Gauthier is just superstitious enough 
to think there might be a bit of magic 
in stall placement. For instance, the last 
stall in the front barn at Laurin’s place 
has been occupied during the past few 
winters by Quill. Capelet, Sorceress. and 
Etoile Nord, good-earning filly 
owned by Roger Laurin. the boss’ son 
and assistant trainer. This winter the 
horse residing in this lucky stall is a 
Che.tnut filly by Spy Song—Bayrose.

The Climate 


of Confidence

To warm the cockles of a gnarled old 
hardboot heart, fetch a Californian to 
central Kentucky in the balmy month of 
May and drive him past the white fences 
and green pastures of the horse farms. 
The Kentuckian who sits beside the visit- 
or is suffused with tranquil happiness 
on such an occasion, because not even in 
California do they have anything like this. 

Of course. the trouble with the Ken- 
tucky brand of Paradise is that it’s sea- 
sonal. And capricious. The Californian 
knows this. but he keeps his peace until 
the proper time. 


The proper time is when the Ken- 
tuckian comes traipsing through southern 
California in mid-winter, marveling at 
lush vegetation. full swimming pools, men 
and horses without topcoats. The An- 
gelenos remember how smug some of the 
Kentuckians were spring, but they 
do not wish to take undue advantage of 
the situation. They are not necessarily 
malicious when they inquire, “How’s the 
weather in Kentucky?” It would be 
slightly paranoidal to suppose that they 
already know how the weather is in Ken- 
tucky. 

Whatever its overtones, the question was 
asked frequently during our week’s tour 
of southern California. The time there was 


spent mostly in the environs of Santa 
Anita Park, one of the 2 lovely race 
courses in the fecund suburbs of Los 


Angeles. On the first morning I went to 
the stable area before sunrise, I wore a 
topcoat. but it was being carried over an 
arm before 9 o’clock. 


It was about that time, while I was 
standing with a group of trainers along 
the rail near the top of the homestretch, 
when publicist Fred Purner came over to 
extend a cheerful greeting. He gazed a 
rapturous moment across the pansy beds 
in the infield to the San Gabriel Moun- 
tains. glanced at the sun-warmed grand- 
stand, loosened his collar. and apologized 
for the weather. 


“You'll have some nice days.” he said. 
“By the way. how’s the weather in Ken- 
tucky?” 

Then he laughed so loud thet a selling 
plater tried to climb the quarter-pole.

on real estate. The race tracks will stay 
indefinitely, since the number of poten- 
tial customers is increasing. The horse 
farms concentrated in the area are on 
borrowed time; it’s precisely because of 
the wonderful climate that the horses are 
being crowded out of it. 

The few ranches I saw were expanding. 
developing more land for horses and_ in- 
stalling new facilities. But several of the 
horse farms had been taken over for sub- 
division or for industrial use, and others 
appeared to be on the verge of such de- 
velopment. 

Rex Ellsworth, who was rebuilding 
stables and fences at his Ontario ranch 
to make its operation as efficient as that 
of his newer place a few miles away in 
Chino, was expecting these 2 tracts to 
serve his uses about 15 years. If thev 
do, it will be only one more chapter in 
Elisworth’s sequence of raritics. 

From one horseman, experienced in 
anticipating the predatory migrations of 
Homo californiensis, came the opinion 
that the state already has touched its 
peak in the production of Thoroughbreds. 
and that only the downhill side of the 
curve lies ahead. The only area where 
California horse breeders have been able 
to establish a sort of geographical head- 
quarters, roughly comparable to Newmar- 
ket or Lexington, was in the vicinity of 
Los Angeles, and this area is nearly all 


urban or suburban. Dispersion of the in- 
dustry, which appears inevitable, would 
increase the difficulties of horse breeding. 

A fortuitous result of the human inva- 
sion is that a horse breeder may accumu- 
late losses for perhaps a dozen years and 
then close out the operation at a profit. 
No matter what the horses do, the land 
appreciates in value. 

Even the cheaper land used for horses 
in the Los Angeles area is about 3 times 
as expensive as good acreage in the inner 
Blue Grass region of Kentucky. When 
prices reach $6,000 or $8,000 an acre, 
there appears no economic justification 
for growing horses on such land—except 
that the horses afferd a by-product while 
the owner waiis for land prices to go still 
higher. Thus, while the years of the horse 
in the Los Angeles area are numbered, 
there is an automatic mechanism to delay 
his going. 

When he does vacate the metropolitan 
suburbs, it is unlikely that another such 
point of concentration will be found. With- 
out some concentration it is difficult to 
maintain expensive stallions and give them 
adequate opportunity. Without the best of 
stallions it is difficult to make adequate 
use of the best of mares. 

Whatever happens to the ranches. the 
race tracks probably will continue to 
flourish and Californians probably will 
continue to provide the highest market 


for Thoroughbred horses. The tracks, of 
course, may prosper at a lower level if 
contemplated taxes go into effect. The 
increasing population has brought the 
necessity for more revenue, especially for 
educational uses, and the mutuel pools 
are being eyed hungrily by tax collectors. 

Legislators are considering a bill which 
would increase maximum tax rates from 
6 per cent to 8 per cent and would raise 
the total take-off at Santa Anita and Holly- 
wood Park to 15 per cent plus breakage. 
Santa Anita’s manager, Gwynn Wilson, 
is protesting that mutuel taxes already 
are approaching “the point of diminishing 
returns.” and horse-players are likely to 
agree with him. 

But in California things have a habit 
of going from good to better. A pessimist 
is a rarity. 

It could have been a Californian’s ques- 
tion which inspired Ezra Pound to create 
those immortal lines beginning— 

Winter is icumen in, 
Lhude sing Goddamm. 


I walked up to Barn 54 at Santa Anita 
hoping vaguely for some enlightenment 
on C. V. Whitney’s 4-year-old Bug Brush 
and 3-year-old Silver Spoon. the outstand- 
ing fillies of the meeting. Why. especially. 
was Bug Brush so much improved over 
her form in the East? More weight? More 
strength? Different training? No, said 
trainer Bob Wheeler rather positively:

rendered with equal portions of personal 
modesty and community pride. didn't 
seem quite enough to explain the sudden 
rise of Bug Brush to the stature of her 
dam and the emergence of Silver Spoon 
as a possible successor to Regret. 

Just returned to training was one of 
Wheeler's best charges of previous years. 
J. Rukin Jelks’ powerful colt Old Pueblo. 
out of action since last summer as a re- 
sult of cirrhosis. The handsome son of 
“Windy City Il appeared in the best of 
health. and probably will be in compe- 
tition at Hollywood Park. If Jelks stands 
on his present record. he will 
have the fastest stud in the country. When 
Old Pueblo retires. one of kis mates will 
be Miss Todd. On January 30 Jelks ex- 


tended his potential broodmare holdings

to 1144 mares. He bought the speedy 
Coverit (Cover Up—Sahuara Sue. by 


Stalking). now 6 years old and nursing 
a bowed tendon, and turned a half-interest 
over to Frank C. Bishop, who will send 
her to a stallion of his choice until Old 
Pueblo leaves the track. 


Jelks said nothing about it at the time. 
but later I discovered that he had dreamed 
a fantastic dream. with fantasticker re- 
sults. 

In this dream there was a monkey 
hanging from the eaves of the barn. 
What's a monkey doing here? Oh, he’s a 
mascot, says Bob Wheeler, you know 
about mascots, goats, dogs, cats, chickens. 
why not monkeys? Then inside the barn. 
and the place is full of monkeys. A mouse 
scampers from here to there and a monkey 
scoops up a straw, fits it to his bow. all 
Wheeler’s monkeys got bows. and shoots 
the mouse dead pfft. And. sure 
enough, when Rukin goes to the barn 
that morning, there’s a monkey.

Happiest owner at Santa Anita was 
Charles Whitted Smith. may his tribe 
increase. The huge Detroiter hung around 
Hillsdale’s stall. at the end of Barn 36, 
buzzing like bees in a clover field. prais- 
ing his first good horse, trainer M. L. 
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BusINEsS STABLE.

Fallon (“Marty really raised this horse. 
broke him and everything. still gallops 
him”), Audley Farm’s training center 
(“A horse has to do good there: they got 
everything”). Santa Anita. The Blood- 
Herse, and whatever else came into his 
mind. including California’s weather, of 
course. Big enough to knock over most 
mortals with one paw. Smith was one of 


the kindliest souls we ever encountered 


on a race track. He seems to have con- 
ferred upon surrogates—old pugs and 
Hillsdale. for  instanee—whatever over- 


supply of aggression he may have had. 


Mr. and Mrs. John de Blois Wack had 
dispersed their Thoroughbred stock. ex- 
cept for odds and ends and _part-interests 
scattered from here to Sydney. and had 
settled in their lovely new home at Santa 
Barbara. whose climate even the Angel- 
enos envy. One of their fastest’ runners, 
the *Nasrullah mare Sena, now 10 years 
old. was sold to Rex Ellsworth under an 
agreement which provides that her first 
foal by *Khaled and her third foal (by 
*Khaled or Swaps) are to become prop- 
erty of the Wacks. 

Ellsworth was expecting about 110 
foals of 1959 and thinking ahead to crops 
as large as 135 or 150 in the next few 
years. His thoroughly international stud. 
augmented last year by purchase of stock 
from the S. D. Riddle estate. now includes 
the stallions *Khaled, from Ireland: 
*Nigromante, from Argentina: *Tou- 
louse-Lautrec. from Itely; and *Empire 
Link. a recent arrival from Australia. 

Mrs. Connie Ring and manager Bill 
Phegley were still building and beanti- 
fying at Three Rings Ranch, in the hills 


at Beaumont. Most impressive exhibit 
here was a 2-year-old colt named Dress 
Up. by *Khaled out of the good runner 
Blue Cloth, by Blue Larkspur. This was 
a magnificent individual, the kind that 
makes the days cheerful and the nights 
full of dreams of glory. The neighbors 
were hoping. for Mrs. Ring’s sake. that 
this one was as good as he looked. 


Edwin Janss Jr. and Dr. Jack Robbins 
set out, a couple of ycars ago, to estab- 
lish a horse clinic at Conejo Ranch, at 
Thousand Oaks. near Ventura. The clinic 
now has grown into a major. training 
center, with a half-mile track. a 20-stall 
training barn, overflow space for 
peak periods. Aside from the clinie and 
the training center. Conejo has the: stal- 
lions *Poona which stands 16:3%4. 
and the speedy Imbros. whose first 2 
year-olds race this year, plus a group 
of mares selected almost exclusively on 
the basis of racing ability. 


A story had got into the newspapers 
that Silky Sullivan was at Conejo (past 
tense instead of future). and 2 or 3 dozen 
groups of people had climbed out of 
automobiles and insisted on seeing the 
celebrated adagio performer. When Dr. 
Robbins told them that Silky wasn’t ex- 
pected until a week later, they peered 
about furtively: and departed. apparently 
convinced that the man had been lying 
to them. . . . If Messrs. Klipstein and 
Ross should decide to syndicate the horse, 
they probably could sell a million shares 
for a dollar each, such is the mental 
climate of southern California. 

But nemmind. The vernal equinox is 
just ahead.

The Kid and Jimmie Murray

Cuicaco. The tout today is the pariah 
of the race track. The security police 
give him the bum’s rush and the heave- 
ho. Stewards and racing commissioners 
make rulings against him as an unde- 
sirable whose practices are “detrimental 
to the best interests of the Turf.” Perhaps 
some of this serves a good purpose by 
protecting the public. not only from cer- 
tain annoyances, but from its own innate 
gullibility and its hankering to share in 
a good thing. from whatever source it 
may spring. 

Now. there are several species of touts, 
and some sub-species. Of the lowest caste. 
these who find it is more profitabe to 
understand humans than horses. nothing 
more need be said; they seem to be 
handed in a manner generally satisfactory 
to all except themselves. 

There used to be a tout who spied on 
training activities and who was the hated 
enemy of trainers. Some trainers came to 
use this type of tout as a sort of secret 
ally. 

Then there were touts like Jimmie Mur- 
ray and Arthur Loftus, the latter better 
known by his sobriquet “The Singing 
Kid.” They didn’t hustle the general pub- 
lic or strangers. They put the bite only 
on their friends. And the friends liked 
it. Jimmie and The Kid tried hard and 
honestly to find winners for their patrons. 
who included some of the best known 
pillars of the Turf. 

In a sense. Jimmie and The Singing 
Kid were rivals for the paternalism of 
those once powerful political figures Pat 
and Dick Nash who raced a stable of 
horses for many years formerly 
owned Shandon Farm at Lexington. 

The Nash brothers tried to elevate The 
Kid’s position in society. They even sent 
him to Shandon Farm to learn how to 
become a farm manager. After 2 days 
listening to the meadow larks in the af- 
ternoon and the mocking birds at night. 
The Kid decided the rustic life was not 
for him. The next day found him back 
in his old haunts in the Chicago Loop. 

Next he was given a trial at manning 
the horns of the public address system 
at one of the race tracks. Everything 
went well until the starter sprung the 
barrier for the first race and the crowd 
shouted: “They're off!” 

Not a sound came over the horns. As 
the horses passed the winning post The 
Kid dashed down the steps from the 
announcer’s booth and kept going until 
he reached familiar territory on the club 
house lawn. 

“What happened?” someone asked. 

“My vocal cords, they stuck,” replied 


The Kid. It was the only time he was 
ever at a loss for words. 

Thereafter. The Kid stuck to work for 
which he was better suited. When the 
Chicago season closed, he and Jimmie 
Murray moved on to the winter tracks 
along with some of their best patrons. 

The Singing Kid. who counted that day 
lost when he could not put the bite on 
someone, died about a dozen years ago 
in Los Angeles. When they opened his 
trunk in the hotel, they found $65,000. 

Both Murray and Loftus were grad- 
uates of the cafes. In the pre-Capone era. 
when the 18th amendment and the Vol- 
stead Act were still only nebulous no- 
tions in the scheming minds of those 
strategists of the Anti-Saloon League. 
Wayne Wheeler and F. Scott McBride, 
Jimmie Murray was a waiter in Big Jim 
Colisimo’s cafe. But he gave his alle- 
giance to the race track and remained 
faithful. When the Nash stable went to 
Florida, so did Jimmie. 

Murray knew through direct contact 
more policemen and bartenders the 
Loop than any other Chicagoan. A few 
years ago he began to have trouble with 
his throat. Friends sent him to a special- 
ist. The diagnosis was cancer. There was 
surgery. which left a tube and a hole with 
a button in it below the Adam’s apple. 

Loss of voice was a terrible handicap 
to one who had been so vociferous and 
articulate. He made up for the loss as 
best he could with a pad of paper and a 
stub pencil. But if Jimmie ever went to 
school he didn’t major in spelling and 
penmanship. and his written communica- 


tions often required deciphering. Sign 
language helped. Jimmie seldom went 


into a barroom without seeing someone 
he knew and without receiving an invi- 
tation to have a drink, which he always 
accepted. Invariably he looked to see 
what his host was drinking, then motion- 
ed for some of the same. 

One day in 1957, while he was crossing 
a parking lot. Jimmie was hit by a car. 
He was taken into the race track first 
aid station, where it was discovered he 
had suffered only minor injuries. While 
the nurse was patching him up, she 
asked: “How old is he; does anybody 
know?” Someone said: “I’ve known him 
a long time: he must be close to 75.” 
Jimmie shook his head. Out came _ his 
pencil and pad, and with a finger still 
bloody he wrote: “80.” 

Recently a man who had known Jimmie 
for many years passed through the lobby 
of the Sherman Hotel. where he saw Joe 
Whitman. the bookmakers’ friend. There 
was an exchange of greetings, then:

Tesio's Theories 
BREEDING THE RACEHORSE, by 


Federico Tesio, edited and _ translated 
by Edward Spinola. J. A, Allen and 
Company, London. 25 shillings net. 


The late Federico Tesio found time to 
write and illustrate several books, the 
best known of which was Jl Puro-Sangue, 
Animale da Esperimento, a collection of 
essays on the great horseman’s observa- 
tions of and theories concerning the race 
horse. The content varied from medieval 
speculations on sex control to careful 
observation of the characteristics of equine 
vision, from elementary considerations to 
mystical conclusions. 

In the course of translating the book 
from Italian to English, under the too 
comprehensive title of Breeding the Race- 
horse, Marchese Edward Spinola has ab- 
breviated and occasionally deleted with- 
out detracting from the sense. 

The English text will be read eagerly 
by horsemen in search of crumbs of wis- 
dom from the table of the sage of Dor- 
mello. They will find crumbs of a very 
interesting sort and will come to appre- 
ciate the lively and exploratory mind of 
one of the most successful breeders in 


history, but they will not discover how he 
came to breed all those good horses. 

Tesio’s logic led him to several conclu- 
sicns which were enough to startle horse- 
men, geneticists, statisticians, and psy- 
chologists. The gray coat of horses was a 
disease, and not a dominant Mendelian 
characteristic; gray could not be dominant 
because “if this were the case the greys 
would be about three times as numerous 
as the chestnuts.” Nicks may be the re- 
sult of “harmonic vibrations.” There is a 
“law” that “no thoroughbred family can 
hold the supremacy of success for more 
than a small number of generations in di- 
rect line.” Artificial insemination is anala- 
gous to the pollination of flowers; it can- 
not produce the nervous energy necessary 
in the race horse. “The performance rec- 
ord of the dam is less important than that 
of the sire,” because “the selection of the 
male is nature’s own method for prevent- 
ing a deterioration of the species.” And 
so on.

The wizard of Dormello was better as 
horsemen than as logician or statistician. 
He devoted himself to study of the race 
horse more thoroughly, perhaps. than any 
noted horseman since Count Lehndorff. 
But always he preferred mystic rationale 
to scientific method. Since the race horse 
breeder tends to value mystic insight 
above everything else, so long as it is 
scented by association with success. the 
book will be read more extensively. in 
all probability. than anything of its kind 
ever published. 

The breeder who prefers to remain sol- 
vent should read with gentle skepticism. 
On page 83 appears the following para- 
graph: 

“The offspring of the stallions. and 
especially of the mares. whose careers on 
the race-track have been long and stren- 
uous, are frequently handsome. well de- 
veloped individuals without visible flaws. 
but they seldom win races and are beaten 
by others less perfect in conformation, be- 
cause they have inherited a week dose of 
nervous energy from depleted parent. 
These offspring. by running more slowly, 
will not wear themselves out and may 
build up a new charge of energy to pass 
on to their own progeny.” 

There is enough in this one divination 
to destroy any stud and stable whose com- 
petition is based on sound principles of 
selection. J. A.
